parents, Mr. aud Mrs. James L. Hurt. 
Among those now seriously ill are: 
Miss Frances W. Yarrell, daughter of 
Lr. F. M. Varrell, Swarthmore; Mrs. 
James L. Hurt, mother o Mrs. Win* 
chell, who is also at Brunswick, Me.; 
Miss Rosalyn Underhill, Lansdowne; 
Mr. and Mrs. Albert M. Barrett aud 
their son, Nicholson, nine years old, 
Swarthmore; Lindon Burt and Miss 
Pauline Burt, cousins of the bride; 
the Misses Monaghan, daughters of 
James Monaghan;

He says that the fact that so many 
who attended have contracted tile dis­ 
ease could hardly be a coincidence, 
and while he has not said definitely 
what article of food it was that con­ 
tained the bacteria, he- Is of the opin­ 
ion that it was the watercress.

Say It Had Good Effect. 
Mexico City, Mex., July 30.—Presi­ 
dent Huerta and the Mexican people 
have shown a sudden change of spirit 
toward Hie United States. 
The cause of this change is un­ 
doubtedly 
the 
peremptory 
message 
which President Wilson ordered com­ 
municated to the Mexican government 
touching redress for the shooting of 
Charles B. Dixon, United States immi­ 
gration agent at Juarez, and requiring 
the release of two American prison­ 
ers. 
Nelson 
O’Shaughnessy, American 
charge d'affaires, received from Wash­ 
ington a note cotiched in terms that 
are decidedly peremptory, demanding 
the court martial and immediate pun­ 
ishment of the federal soldiers who 
shot Immigration Agent Dixon; also 
the release fothwith of McDonald and 
Btssell, United States citizens, whom 
Pascual Orozco recently captured and 
condemned to death. 
O’Shaughnessy lost no time In call­ 
ing on President Huerta and laying 
the American government's demands 
before him. 
Huerta at once promised 
the 
immediate release of McDonald 
and Bisson, as well as the summary 
punishment of the shooters of Dixon. 
rho res ul ts of O'Shaughnessv’s visit 
were instantaneous. 
No sooner had 
tin* American charge d'affaires left the 


I National Palace than Preside nt Huer­ 
ta summoned his fore ign minister and 
directed him to take the necessary 
st e p s to oomph with the demands of 
the United States. 
Within a short time the foreign 
minister had received a telegram from 
j the authorities in Ciudad Juarez, say­ 
ing tfiat tin* most energetic investiga­ 
tion was boing made into the shoot­ 
ing of Dixon. 
According to the information from 
Juarez, Dixon’s assailants arc* two ne- 
g io es, supposedly Americans, and a 
third man, who is u Texas Mexican.

City regret that similar action was 
not taken long ago.

ponem ent of the white slave case. 
W eary of the obstructive tactic*, the 
D em ocrats had brought in a report 
from the judiciary com m ittee on a res­ 
olution by R epresentative K ahn calling 
for a telegram from the attorney gen 
ira!, May 16, to McNab. 
The c o m m it te e report set forth that 
the attorney general had supplied a 
telegram , Which read as follows: 
“ McNati, United States District At­ 
torney, San 
Francisco, Cal.— Please 
w rite me fully concerning th e charges 
ag ain st Cuiuluetti and Diggs aud take 
no affirmative action in r e s p e c t of the 
sam e until you receive advices from 
me. Answer. 
MCREYNOLDS, 
“A ttorney G eneral.” 
Accom panying tin* telegram was a 
m em orandum showing that it was sent 
by the uttorm-y general personally on 
the evening of May 16. 
Mr. K ahn pointed out th at the te l e ­ 
gram holding up the trials was sent 
more than a m onth before Secretary 
Wilson asked the atto rn ey general for 
delay. “ Why was this telegram sent 
from his hotel?" he dem anded 
“ Did 
some one call upon the attorney g m 
eral a t his hotel and try to exert in­ 
sidious 
political pull in having the 
cases postponed?" 
“It 
was 
evidently 
necessary 
lo 
whitew'ash the a itio n of the attorney 
general. ’ said Kahn, discussing Presi­ 
dent Wilson's action in the case. “ Why

If McNab did right

sured? 
If insidious political pull was 
being gueeessflilly used to cause the 
attorney general to order a postpone­ 
m ent of the cases. W h y should the cen­ 
sure not have fallen upon the should 
era of the attorney general? 
"It has long been believed by the 
m asses th at there is one kind of law 
Fir th e rich and the politically pow er­ 
ful in this country and another kind 
of law for the poor and wiak.

MAINTENANCE IMPORTANT. 


Provision 
Should 
B s M ade to Kesp 
Roads In Repair. 
Hon. Log !ii Waller Page, director of 
the Ulilted States office of public roads, 
believes that there Is notbiug more Im 
portant than maintaining muds after 
they are built. 
Commenting on this 
phase of road work, he said recently: 
To» urn* b stress cannot la* laid on 
the luqicrtance of maintenance iii con­ 
nection with the work of Improving 
the roads. The people In nearly all the 
s t a t e s are filled with enthusiasm for 
road Improvement Hod are tqiending 
enormous hums of money in the con­ 
struction of superb roads, and yet a1 
most without exception they are msk 
lug little provision to care for the roads 
after they are built. This is true not 
only In the various counties, but under 
many of our state highway depart­ 
ments. 
To maintain the rouds in good con­ 
dition J ear after year requires s con 
h idem hie annual outlay, but this out­ 
lay Is Infinitely less than the loss which 
must fall upon the (teople eventually lf 
they allow their roads to go to utter 
ruin. 
The thing for all advocates of 
good roads to do Is to urge continuous 
systematic maintenance and the setting 
aside every year of an amount |>er 
mile estimated by the engineer In 
charge to be sufficient for the proper 
maintenance of the road—a course 
which must make for economy aud effl* 
flency.
